The Italian people have been greatly impressed 
with the value of home industries especially those 
manufacturing the raw materials for many lines, 
such as silks, which have been dependent upon 
Germany for colors, and those using nitrates. 
Immediately after the World War, Italy began the 
manufacture of dyes, and established plants for 
nitrogen fixation. The dye makers were at a dis- 
advantage owing to lack of protection, and the 
flood of reparation colors which Germany deliv- 
ered. An agreement with Switzerland admitted 
vat dyes free of duty. 

In the hope of producing synthetic indigo the 
Italian Government now has placed a duty of 1.50 
gold lire per kilo on indigo 20 per cent paste. With 
the final delivery of German reparation dyes in 
January, the outlook for the domestic color indus- 
try is brighter and while many companies with 
Italian names are only branches of Cassella, Bayer 
and other members of the #erman Cartel, it is 
prebable that the local dye manufacturers now can 
compete in price with imported colors and will be 
able to build up an independent dye industry. 





THE PRICE OF PEPPERMINT 


Last Fall when peppermint oil was selling close 
to five dollars per pound, the country predicted a 
seven dollar market. As anybody interested in this 
product knows, the market not only went to seven 
dollars, but rose to double this figure before the 
peak was reached. After the crop was in and 
distillation finished last year, authorities corrected 
their earlier estimates of 300,000 pounds and said 
that the 1924 production did not exceed 200,000 
pounds. Granted that this latter figure was cor- 
rect, the spectacular rise merely emphasizes what 
can happen when something is in demand and the 
goods are held by men who know the game. 

If the crop were short last year, undoubtedly 
high prices have been warranted, but there are 
very grave doubts that the production of oil was 
sufficiently short to warrant a fourteen dollar 
market. If the crop were short, does it not seem 
logical that the Department of Agriculture might 
make some effort to help relieve the shortage by 
locsening the red tape surrounding the importa- 
tion of Japanese mint oil? Is it the function of a 
government bureau to keep arbitrary regulations 


in force which give one business group the whip 
hand over another group? When the question of 
an embargo on certain aromatic chemicals came 
up in the discussion of the Fordney Tariff Act in 
1922, the whole attack on the embargo was based 
on this contention. 

Japanese mint oil has been used in adulterating 
American peppermint in the past, just as dozens 
of other imported items are used in adulterating 
other essential oils. Why pick out Japanese mint 
oil as the only horrible example? As for the con- 
sumer, he is not a fool. He knows that if he buys 
a ten dollar item’ at six dollars, the quality is not 
there. As for the maker of confections and the 
like, if he cares to jeopardize his reputation by 
using an inferior peppermint, what need the Gov- 
ernment care so long as the product is not harmful 
to the health of the consuming public? Is it the 
duty of the Government to tell the American people 
what kind of peppermint they shall and shall not 
like? Should the Department of Agriculture even 
for a moment appear to be the propaganda depart- 
ment of the American peppermint growers? 
American products for American consumers every 
time, but not beyond the point of endurance. 





A PRICE WAR IN POTASH 


The dissensions among the members of the Ger- 
man Potash Syndicate over the question of prices 
has reached an acute stage and reports received 
recently in London are to the effect that the two 
factions may agree to disagree and the syndicate 
may be dissolved. The Wintershall group, which 
favored low prices, followed the policy of closing 
mines which were unable to operate profitably 
owing to high costs and the nature of the deposits 
which are not rich enough to warrant production 
except when prices were high. Strenuous efforts 
have been made by both sides to obtain control of 
the Syndicate of which Wintershall holds ‘38 per 
cent of the quotas apportioned to the different 
companies. With the support of Burbach and 
Preussische Bergwerke und Hutten Gesellschaft 
the Wintershall group has control, and it is believed 
the companies which have been closed down anc 
others whieh are still operating but are opposed 
to the Wintershall policies will leave the Syndicate 
and that lower prices will be the result. 

Prices are fixed, however, by the Federal Potash: 
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Council, on which all the companies are repre- 
sented. In anticipation that the Wintershall prices 
will prevail, German consumers, particularly the 
farmers, have been holding back orders and efforts 
have been made by large interests to cancel orders 
already placed. The outcome of the price-war 
is being watched with great interest on both sides 
of the Atlantic. It is felt to be almost certain that 
still lower prices will prevail because the sales in 
1924 were 44,000 tons less than in 1923, amounting 
to 841,900 tons, while the sales before the war ran 
as high as 1,300,000 tons of pure potash. 





PHOSGENE UBER ALLES 

One of the big American importers of chemicals 
has announced that he is in a position to supply 
American manufacturers with German phosgene. 
They will quote prices c.if. American ports and 
guarantee to secure steamer spate across the At- 
lantic. In short, they can now supply America 
with a product which it is no longer profitable to 
make Mere owing to the limited uses and to the 
fact that the war is over and another conflict does 
not seem likely to break out within the next few 
weeks. 

Tt is a case more of humor than of pathos. Chem- 
ically independent America securing her supplies 
of the most potent war-time gas from her late 
antagonist. Poor poverty-stricken Germany still 
making phosgene. American dye makers using 
German raw materials to compete with Germany 
in the world’s dye markets. And General Fries 
is going to talk before the Salesmen’s Association 
next week on ‘‘Chemical Warfare Preparedness.”’’ 
Truly, we are a nation of faddists with one eye 
on our bank accounts and the other on our radio 
sets. 





New York’s Flower Show, March 14-21, was 
visited by thousands of professional and amateur 
florists. who came to see what new ideas had been 
developed and to gratify their aesthetic tastes. 
Among the hundreds of exhibitors were perhaps 
eight or ten houses specializing in fertilizers and 
insecticides. Those who are themselves engaiged 
in growing flowers are deeply interested in methods 
of producing them, the proper foods to give them 
in the soil, and the most effective methods of rid- 
ding them of parasites without harming the plants 
themselves. Hence it is commendable enterprise 
on the part of the various chemical and implement 
houses that saw fit to erect booths at the show and 
distribute pamphlets showing the advantages of 
ree particular brands of fertilizers and insecti- 
cides. 





A State Technical Institute with a department 
of chemical and physical research for testing raw 
materials and finished products, and the utiliza- 
tion of waste products, is proposed in a bill intro- 
duced at Albany at the request of the Director 
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of the Division of Vocational and Extension Edu- 
cation of the New York State Education Depart- 
ment. The value of industrial products manufac- 
tured in New York State exceeds those made in 
all the New England states, and any plan to im- 
prove the output and reduce waste will meet with 
universal approval. 


| Ten Mears Ago 


From “Drug & Chemical Markets,” March 24 1915: 

Synthetic benzoic acid has been marked up again, 
this time to a minimum of $1.75, the outside range 
continuing at $2.00 in most quarters. This places the 
artificial slightly above the true benzoic acid from gum, 
in price. The synthetic is in greater demand in this 
market than the true acid, which is offered very spar- 
ingly, there being practically none available now 

“Narawana,” a drug made of the essence of nicotine 
and other drugs, is reported being smuggled from 
Mexico to the United States. 

Tahiti vanilla beans are being offered at $1.45 to $1.60 
per pound, an advanced of 5c per pound over last week. 

The British Government has purchased the greater 
part of the crop of natural indigo now coming forward 
for dye users in the United Kingdom. 

With no glycerin being exported, with arrival of sev- 
eral belated shipments from Marseilles, with slackening 
domestic demand, and with the accumulation of domestic 
stocks here, the glycerin situation especially in the 
dynamite and crude grades, is becoming weaker, and 
today the yellow variety is down to 19%c per pound. 

Lycopodium is not being offered below $1.10 anywhere 
in this market today and up to $1.35 per pound is being 
asked. 

Secretary of the Interior Lane has placed the de- 
velopment of Dr. Walter F. Rittman’s process of sep- 
arating gasoline, benzol, and toluol from crude oil in 
the hands of Van H. Mannin, assistant director of the 
Bureau of Mines.

Synthetic production of methyl alcohol by catalytic 
reaction between carbon monoxide and hydrogen at high 
pressure and temperature has been developed at the 
Leunawerke air fixation works at Merseburg, Germany, 
according to Trade Commissioner Daugherty. The re- 
sulting liquid is fractionally distilled for the alcohol, 
with a higher boiling fraction, and is a crude light oil 
suitable for motor spirits. 


Artificial silk can be rubber proofed in a spreading 
machine in the usual manner, and then impregnated 
with formate or acetate of alumina which will cause the 
deposition of alumina or other metallic base on the ar- 
tificial silk. A final coating of rubber is then applied. 
This process is described in British Patent 227,527. 
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Badische Can Lay Down Methyl Alcohol Under 35c 
Gal. in American Market—Producer Says Death Knell 
of American Wood Chemical Industry Was Sounded 
With First Import Last Month—Another 175 Tons 
Came in Last Week—Reports From Germany State 
Du Pont Will Make Synthetic Methanol at Clinch- 
field, Va., Plant of Lazote, Inc.—Will Use Modified 
French Process—American Wood Chemical Associa- 
tion Condemns German Competitive Methods—Tells 
of Wm. von Meister’s, Hoechst Representative, Ac- 
tivities in America. 

About 175 tons more of synthetic methyl alcohol ar- 
rived last week at New York from Rotterdam. The 
goods originated, as did the lot of 200 tons which came 
in late in February, at the now famous Badische plant 
in Germany. , The arrival of the first big shipment last 
month, which came to this country almost at the same 
time that a representative of the German firm was as- 
suring American wood chemical producers that none 
would be sent here for several years, demoralized the 
domestic methanol trade. The arrival of the second 
big shipment finds the trade calm, but resigned to its 
fate that the wood chemical business in anything like 
its present proportions, is doomed. 

, Something in excess of a hundred million dollars is 

invested in wood chemical plants in the United States. 

The great proportion of these must close or produce 

cther products, according to one of the leading produc- 

ers. Financially, as he put it, the manufacturers are 
not in a position to readjust their business to new con- 
ditions. There may be a continuation of the produc- 
tion of acetate of lime here on a limited scale, perhaps 
anything up to half of what it is to-day, for use in 
making acetic acid. As for methanol distillation, how- 
ever, the future is obviously dark. “Merely another case 
of the toll in natural products taken by synthetic chem- 
istry,” remarked the producer, “and undoubtedly one 
of the big revolutionary changes which are going to 
come in the chemical industries of the world over the 
next five or ten years.” 

Method Used In Germany 

Reports on the Badische methanol plant at Lahr near 
the Rhine, agree that it is one of the most wonderful 
ot modern chemical enterprises. The plant has cost a 
small fortune, observers agree, but because of the effi- 
cient manner in which it is laid out, production costs 
on the methanol have been cut to a minimum. Com- 
pleted methyl alcohol, ready for shipment, costs, it is 
said, about eighteen cents per gallon. Added to this, 
2 duty of twelve cents and freight and insurance costs, 
and the laid down figure in this market might might 
still be under thirty-five cents. This is just about half 
of the present American price. 

Little or no labor is involved in the Badische process. 
Carbon monoxide, made from coal, is used in conjunc- 
tion with hydrogen. A pressure of about 3,800 ths. is 
used in actual practice, although the equipment is cap- 
able of producing a pressure of 1,500 atmospheres, or 22,- 


000 tbs. pressure, when required. Zinc oxide is used 
as a catalyst in the process. All operations are auto- 
matic, the coal being fed from big hoppers into the gas 
producer and the carbon monoxide piped through the 
plant. Men in uniforms watch gauges and regulate 
valves. The floors of the plant are covered with lino- 
leum and everything smacks more of the working model 
in a museum than a big plant in actual operation. 
The quality of the finished product, as evidenced by 
samples of the material shipped to the United States, 
is very good, better in fact than the average run of 
methanol being made here to-day, according to the 
same American producer. 

A special committee of the National Wood Chemical 
Association met on Tuesday, at Chicago, to take up 
the entire question of saving the American industry 
from this new German menace. All the big producers and 
sales agents were represented at the meeting. 


Report Du Pont Methanol Activity 

Du Pont will produce synthetic methanol at the 
Clinchfield, Va., plant of Lazote, Inc., according to a 
report from Germany to “Drug & Chemical Markets” 
this week. The Lazote plant which is now being con- 
structed is planned primarily, according to the announce- 
ment sent out by the company several months ago, 
for the production of synthetic ammonia by a refinement 
of the Claude process. The German report states that 
the plant was located in the coal field with the methanol 
idea in mind. A French process, differing slightly from 
that now used by Badische, will be used, the statement 
says. Production will begin about Sept. 1 next, ac- 
cording to the Germans, which is given credence by the 
fact that the bulk of the first big shipment of synthetic 
methanol to the States, went to Du Pont. This is 
said to be enough to take care of their requirements 
until Aug. 1, and was a portion of a big surplus 
which they took off the hands of the German producer 
under a special arrangement. 

Dr. Fin Sparrie, in charge of chemical development 
for Du Pont, when communicated with at Wilmington 
by “Drug & Chemical Markets,” refused to confirm or 
deny the report, and stated he did not deal with meth- 
anol rumors. 

Two former employees of the Badische company, 
who were active in developing the methanol process 
in Germany, are now said to be in this country ready 
to sell their services to the highest bidder. 


Statement of Wood Chemical Association 


A statement recently sent out to members of the 
National Wood Chemical Association from its head- 
quarters in Bradford, Pa., said in part regarding Ger- 
man competition: 

“In connection with (the menace confronting the 
hardwood distillation industry from the Germany imports 
of methanol, it is interesting to observe that the Ger- 
man Aniline Dyestuffs Cartel commonly known as the 
I. G. known and feared throughout the world for its

unscrupulous methods, seeks to regain the domination 
in chemistry which it lost during the war and which 
has been largely acquired by the Americans. The sub- 
tle and under-cover attack the I. G. is now making 
upon the American Chemical Industry is not a matter 
of concern for that industry alone, it is the concern 
of every person in America. The commercial destruction 
of the American chemical industry is the present aim 
of the I. G. 

* “The chief danger to the American Chemical Industry 
is the dangers that are threatened from within—the 
danger of German control of American chemical plants 
for carrying on a campaign of cut-throat competition 
for the purpose of eliminating competition and driving 
the Americans out of the field. The I. G. has been 
negotiating for the purchase of an important plant in 
the Middle West. It is possible this deal has been 
completed and it is now fully in control of a very 
important factor of the American industry. It thas 
at least commercial control of another important or- 
ganization. In one of these instances the passing of 
control has been made possible because of the financial 
difficulties of the former owners; in the other the trans- 
fer seems to have been made voluntarily. Negotia- 
tions for the purchase of the first plant were begun 
last summer but were not completed then because of 
lack of cash. 

“At the present moment it is represented in this 
country by Wm. Von Meister of the firm Meister, 
Lucius and Bruning, known throughout the world as 
the Hoechst, and as the second largest factor in the 
I. G. Herr Meister is a Director and one of the im- 
portant personages in the I. G. He has been in this 
country for over two months and is accompanied by 
lesser lights of the I. G. and a staff. He is living 
quietly at a New York hotel. Other than in the pas- 
senger list of the steamer on which he arrived his 
name has seldom been noticed in the newspapers. 

“The Germans have everything but cash. They have 
the best equipped plants in Europe and the only un- 
encumbered capital organizations extant, but they have 
no money; that they hope and expect to get from us. 
Our bankers have already let them havé~a great deal 
but little so far as is known has gone to the I. G or 
chemical industry of Germany. There are reports that 
negotiations for large sums are under way but small 
sums if any have been forthcoming.”

RISE IN YEN AFFECTS HEAVY CHEMICALS 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Tokyo, Japan, March 7.—The sudden show of strength 
by the yen, which has risen above $40 for 100 yen, 
during the last three weeks, from the low point of 
$3834, where it has remained since last October, has 
disturbed all markets. Fine chemicals are not greatly 
affected but the holders of stocks of heavy chemicals 
find themselves on a market in which new imports can 
be sold at a lower price than they paid. 

Belief is expressed in some quarters that the yen will 
go even higher, while others doubt if it can stay in 
its present position without strong government support. 
For this reason trading is pretty much at a standstill, 
and few new orders and contracts have been reported 
this week. A few exceptions may be noted in com- 
modities where other factors have entered the market. 








With bromine from sea-water as its objective, the 
steamer “Lake Harminia,” property of E. I. du Pont de 
Nemours & Co., Wilmington, left the dry dock of the 
Bethlehem Co. at Harlan on March 20 after being 
equipped with chlorinating apparatus and storage ar- 
rangements for eighty tons of chlorine in cylinders.

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GERMAN DYE CARTEL TO CUT PRICES 

Companies to Specialize in Products for Manufacture 
of Which Each Plant is Best Suited—Costs to be 
Reduced to a Minimum—Duisberg to be Chairman 
of the Board and Dr. Bosch Director General of Pro- 
duction. 

Confirmation of the news published in a recent issue 
ot “Drug & Chemical Markets” that the Interessen 
Gemeinschaft, known as the I. G. and called the Ger- 
man Dye Cartel in this country. is being reorganized, 
is contained in a cable from Berlin to the “New York 
Daily News Record”. As announced at the time the 
electro-chemical works at Griesheim will be transferred 
to the company’s plant at Bitterfeld, where intermediates 
will be made . The Badische company’s plant will be 
used in the manufacture of ammonia products. The 
Leverkusen plant ‘of the Bayer Co. will work exclus- 
ively on pharmaceuticals. Dyestuffs will be manufac- 
tured at Hoechst. All other plants owned or con- 
trolled by Cartel members will be scrapped. Every- 
thing will be sacrified to specialization with a view to 
reducing costs lower than ever before in the history 
of chemical manufacture. 

Dr. Duisberg of Bayer Co. will be chairman of the 
board of the new organization and Dr. Bosch director 
general of production and distribution. 

The only New York agency of an I. G. member is 
Kuttroff, Pickhardt & Co., who for several years have 
represented Badische Anilin und Sodafabrik. H. A. 
Metz & Co., have been handling Hoechst products, 
though not on a direct agency basis. Grasselli Dye- 
stuffs Corp. made a working agreement with the Bayer 
Co. some time ago providing for an exchange of tech- 
nical information and certain American sales rights. 

Col. Metz, commenting on the sales pool proposition 
said: “I am not mixed up in any such scheme. I do 
not think that is the solution for the German-American 
color producing problem. My idea for some time has 
been that producers here should co-operate with the 
Cartel, financially and technically. In fact my concern 
here is negotiating with a German producer along this 
line now. I contemplate some arrangement such as 
that at present existing between Grasselli and Bayer.” 





A schedule of import and export duties and of con- 
sular fees was enacted into law in Panama on Feb. 
11. The law contemplates three important changes: 
The imposition of a tax on sales of merchandise; changes 
in classifications and duties; and an increase in consular 
fees.

in the steel industry last year, and particularly to the 
period of uncertainty during the Summer months pend- 
ing the outcome of the national election. The state- 
ment shows, however, that the corporation earned both 
the regular and extra dividends on the common stock 
by a substantial margin. 


Vivian Geraldine Somers, daughter of Arthur S. 
Somers, vice-president and treasurer of Fred L. Lavan- 
burg & Co., New York, died at the home of her par- 
ents in Brooklyn on March 20, after a long illness, 
She was twenty-eight years old. 


H. G. Hester, secretary of the New Orleans Cotton 
Exchange, reports that the eight leading cotton states 
used 1,017,309 tons of fertilizer during the seven months 
ended Feb. 28, against 1,416,346 for the same period a 
year ago. 
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FRENCH AND GERMAN POTASH 
PRODUCERS UNITE TO CONTROL PRICES 

American Agents Report New Agreement Between 
German and French Mine Owners—Action May Cause 
Agitation for Tariff on Potash. 


In spite of the disagreement between potash producers 
in Grmany over the question of prices and the coming 
down of mines that cannot be operated except under 
high costs, the German owners have sanctioned a com- 
pact with French producers in regard to prices and 
division of markets. The Department of Commerce 
learns that an agreement has been signed but has not 
received a copy of it. Foreign agents have been in- 
vestigating the potash situation under the resolution of 
Congress appropriating $500,000 to study the conditions 
in industries using foreign raw materials controlled by 
monopolies. It is possible that as a result of the in- 
quiry Congress may take up the question of a tariff to 
protect the American market and develop the potash 
beds in the United States. 

While details of the potash agreement have not been 
disclosed, it was learned that, in effect the former ex- 
clusively German business has become a joint French- 
German enterprise through this commercial alliance. 
The official reports are understood to explain in detail 
the arrangement between the French and German syn- 
dicates. 

Officials abroad who have looked into the matter are 
convinced that the compact has been signed and that 
the two syndicates are preparing to share the proceeds 
of maintained price levels and non-conflicting markets. 
The old German potash merger, known as the Kali 
Sindikat, was a sore point with American customers 
before the World War. 

Efforts to obtain price abatements occupied both pri- 
vate and commercial envoys in Berlin and the Ameri- 
can Embassy, which repeatedly sought to exert dip- 
lomatic influence to that end. Detention of ships al- 
ready loaded in German harbors when the war was de- 
clared, and for which American buyers had already made 
payment, precipitated a long diplomatic correspondence 
with both Germany and the Allied nations before the 
United States entered the struggle. In 1914 the United 
States took 702,000 tons of potash in its various forms 
from Germany at a valuation of $10,703,000. The 1924 
figures were 633,000 tons at $10,440,000 which shows 
rising prices. During the war years the flow fell off to 
a low point of 469 tons in 1918, but bounded up again 
in 1920 to 829,000 tons at $34,048,000, illustrating the 
high price conditions that prevailed for some time after 
the war. 





The Federal Trade Commission must be specific in 
its demands for books and records for inspection and 
cannot procure peremptory writs of mandamus of a 
general nature in its investigations, according to a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the United States in up- 
holding the refusal of the U. S. District Court, in Mary- 
land to issue such writs to the Commission against cer- 
tain grain companies in that state. 


The Patent Office has been transferred from the 
Department of the Interior to the Department of Com- 
merce, by an executive order issued by President 
Coolidge. Secretry Hoover issued a statement saying 
that he proposes to see that discriminations against 
American patentees in foreign countries are removed. 
He also said the work of the office would be speeded up.

Although the movement of supplies to consumers from 
domestic manufacturers continues along steady lines 
with higher totals in tonnage anticipated for this month 
than for the first two months of this year, spot trading 
remains dull. Alkali shipments to the basic industries 
show a decided improvement in the conditions of the 
textile, glass, and soap industries. Shipments of sulfur 
indicate a slight decline in the rubber industry. Im- 
ported products are holding fairly steady although 
barium chloride, which has been dull for some time, 
was quoted much lower this week. Potassium chlorate 
continues firm. 

Potash alum is much easier, due to the market be- 
coming saturated and continued heavy arrivals weaken- 
ing the market. Spot stocks are not large on most im- 
ported products, but the lack of demand for any quan- 
tity. and the absolute inability of holders to unload 
supplies at reasonable prices has brought about a stag- 
nant condition. Agricultural chemicals have not regis- 
tered any improvement and some factors feel that the 
season has past, while others insist that the products 
will be required sooner or later. 


Acid Formic—Firmer condition noted and 90% held 
at higher prices of 11c@11%c tb. spot. Firmer situation 
on the 85% material also higher at 10%4c@11%c fb. spot. 
with 10c fb. possible for shipment. 


Acid Lactic—Steady demand continues with prices 
firm. 

Acid Oxalic—Market continues to become firmer as 
available supplies obtained before increased duty was 
applied become small. Imported material is still ob- 
tainable at 10%c fb. but 1034¢ is being quoted in an 
increasing number of quarters. Domestic material is 
moving freely at 10%c tb. at works as to maker. 
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Acid Phosphoric—Demand described as only fair with 
available supplies large on all grades. Quotations from 
makers are unchanged. 


Alum Potash—Easy condition exists owing to market 
being saturated and buyers hard to locate. Material is 
obtainable on spot at $2.65@$2.75 per 100 fb. 


Aluminum Sulfate—Steady position reported in this 
material by manufacturers with demand active. Im- 
ported material in fair demand at unchanged prices. 


Ammonium Chioride—Dull situation continues with 
spot stocks of imported material large and orders for 
large sized quantities very rare. Quotations are un- 
changed but shading is not at all unlikely. 


Arsenic—Situation unchanged with spot supplies large 
and few buyers interested at any price. Small quan- 
tities are reported moving at recent low prices. 


Barium Salts—Chloride much weaker on spot due to 
importers being unable to move supplies. Spot material 
is obtainable at $63.00@$65.00 ton, and shipment is pos- 
sible at slightly lower figures. Domestic factors con- 
tinue to quote $70.00@$75.00 ton in bags, but in some 
cases the imported prices are being met. Reports are 
received from Hamburg that the German plants are in 
a sold-up condition and higher prices are anticipated 
there. Barium carbonate is firm at $52.00@$54.00 ton 
and higher prices are anticipated due to several manu- 
facturers having ceased operations some time ago. 


Carbon Tetrachloride—Firm condition continues with 
manufacturers anticipating an advance. 


Copper Svulfate—Condition unchanged and although 
makers quote higher prices, spot cars remain available 
at $4.50. Factors are beginning to wonder whether 
the demand will ever set in or not this year. 


Epsom Salts—Firm market holds in all quarters for 
both imported and domestic products. 


Glauber’s Salt—Imported material remains available 
at low prices on spot and for shipment. Domestic 
makers are firm. 


Potash Caustic—No change in quotations for domestic 
or imported products.

Zinc Chloride—Tight situation continues with all 
available supplies in the hands of the domestic manufac- 
turer who quotes at last week’s advance.

Current assets of American Zinc Co. at close of the 
year amounted to $2,651,612 against current liabilities 
of $650,190, leaving net working capital of $2,001,422, 
compared with $1,929,752 as of Dec. 31, 1923. Pres- 
ident Fogg in his remarks to stockholders says: “Busi- 
ness in general was depressed during greater part of 
year 1924. The situation still continues unfavorable for 
zinc smelters. Bonded indebtedness was reduced by 
$134,400, the bonds outstanding amounting to $1,019,200 
at Dec. 31, 1924.” 


A contract for 25 cars sodium carbonate obtained from 
Soda Lake, at Seventy-Mile on the Cariboo road is 
reported from Canada to have been closed by Lever 
Brothers’ Vancouver branch. The material is to be de- 
livered at the Pacific Great Eastern Railway tracks for 
$8 per ton. Springs constantly feed pure sodium car- 
bonate to Soda Lake, and every year at the dry season 
the material crystalizes out. Previous attempts to use 
this material have not been successful. 


Methanol producers have applied for an increase in 
duty owing to competition of the German synthetic 
product. Imports of this material have increased rap- 
idly and the export business which was quite heavy 
for the domestic material is disappearing before the 
synthetic product. Prior to the war Germany imported 
about two-thirds of the exports of methanol from this 
country. The present duty on methanol is 12c per gallon, 
under paragraph 4 of the 1922 act. 


Trading in chemicals in Germany is along routine 
lines with the volume of products moving rather un- 


satisfactorily, according to Nicolas Olah, Hamburg. 
Calcium chloride is somewhat lower at £3 6s per ton 
for 70-75% material.

London, March 14.—The general position in the Lon- 
don market for industrial chemicals continues steady 
but some individual changes of importance are recorded. 
The German Potash Syndicate prices show general 
reductions. Spot: Caustic 88/92% solid, is down £2 
per ton to £30; permanganate, B. P. 734d; commercial, 
634d per tb. in drums; carbonate, 90/92%, £23; 96/98%, 
£25 per ton, yellow prussiate, firm at 744d per tb. The 
German Potash Syndicate is not working well and it 
is possible it may break up which would mean much 
cheaper prices. 

Arsenic.—Cornish white powdered is offered at £27 
per ton, f.o.b. Japanese prices are higher but reports 
o heavy stocks and no buyers in America continue to 
affect the market. Cream of Tartar is slightly cheaper 
at £79 per ton, less 21%4%. Business fair. Tartaric 
Acid is firmer and in better demand. Dealers price 
1s. Makers 1s 1d per tb, less 5%. 

Acetic Acid, 80% technical, £41; 80% pure, £42; 
99/100% Glacial £67 10s per ton. Market quiet. 
Acetone is meeting with more business at the lower 
price of £75; £76 per ton, for B.E.S. Formaldehyde 
has gone to the low level of £41 10s to £42 with the 
market idle and weak Epsom Salts are steady at the 
cheaper rate of £4 10s per ton for Continental com- 
mercial quality in bags.

While textile quarters are reported busy, judging 
from the amount of heavy chemicals they are consum- 
ing, the demand for dyestuffs is only moderate. The 
request for heavy chemicals from textile manufacturers 
has shown a steady improvement in shipments per 
working day for each month of this year, and January 
was reported as a very satisfactory month. The slight 
demand for dyestuffs is thought to be due to the greater 
amount of light shades now being used. The demand 
for dyestuffs and intermediates from dry color man- 
ufacturers is very large, there being a heavy movement 
of dry colors into printing ink and paint . channels, 
The printing ink trade is particularly busy at present. 
Prices show practically no change. No large orders 
are hanging over the market to influence quotations. 
Manufacturers are now waiting to see how the new 
woolen samples submitted to the trade about a week 
ago are received. If well received an increased demand 
should be felt in about a month. Light oils continue 
strong without exception. Benzene is strong despite 
the lower gasoline prices; the only effect of this cut 
was to remove the upward tendencies that were present 
in the market. 

Crudes 

Benzene — Position strong despite lower gasoline 
prices. Possibility of an advance however has now been 
removed and prices will remain where they are unless 
gasoline becomes very weak or the industrial demand 
shows a decided abatement; both of, these possibilities 
appear remote however. 

Cresote Oil—Continues in a quiet state with prices 
generally maintained. 

Naphthalene—Factors report no improvement over 
the week and buying is small as the opening of the 
season is awaited. 
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Pyridine—Easy condition continues with spot material 
obtainable at $4.05@$4.15 per gallon. Spot stocks are 
not large but the demand is very quiet and a spirited 
demand is not foreseen owing to warm weather. 

Splvent Naphtha—Firm at unchanged prices with sup- 
plies available but no accumulation noted at any point. 

Toluene—Supplies continue very scarce and factors 
are still unable to supply the greatly increased demand. 
With the output practically at its peak and the demand 
on the increase, it is not likely that the demand will 
ever be satisfied and higher prices are therefore not 
unlikely in the near future. 

Xylene—Commercial material scarce in practically 
all quarters, though the price is unchanged. Other 
grades quite steady at recent quotations.

Acid Cleve’s—Quiet condition reported by makers who 
are holding strictly to their quotations. 


Acid Gamma—Competition remains keen but leading 
manufacturers were unwilling to shade their quotations 
on ordinary business and no large orders have made 
their appearance. 


Acid N. & W.—Unusually heavy demand reported 
for this product, and higher quotations are given in 
some quarters owing to complete stocks. If the pres- 
ent demand holds higher prices will no doubt be 
general. 

Alpha-Naphthylamine — Dull condition reported by 
leading manufacturers at unchanged quotations. 

Aniline Oil—Steady market reported with shipments 


slightly increased over the past week. Prices are being 
maintained without difficulty. 


Benzidine Base—Fair volume moving with makers 
holding prices firm. 

Beta-Naphthol—Qontract withdrawals  atisfactory 
especially to dry color manufacturers. Prices unchanged 
from all makers. 

Dianisidine—Slight request reported over the week 
with quotations firm. 

Dimethylaniline — Competition remains sharp and 
prices are barely steady. 

Meta-Phenylenediamine—Slight improvement noted in 
the demand for this item with prices unchanged. 

Meta-Toluylenediamine—Makers report fair request at 
firm quotations. 

Ortho-Nitrotoluene—Material is available in small lots 
from time to time. 

Ortho-Toluidine—Manufacturers are sold-up without 
exception and are unwilling to produce any more owing 
to the weakness of the para salt which is produced at 
the same time.

Para-Nitrotoluene—Weak condition continues in this 
market, and large manufacturers are quoting lower prices 
of 68c@72c fb as to quantity. 

Para-Toluidine — Lower quotations given by large 
makers owing to large production, and 38c tb can be 
done on large orders. 
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R-Salt—Manufacturers report heavy request from dry 
color makers at unchanged prices. 


Sodium Naphthionate—Firm condition noted although 
demand is only routine. 


Tolidine Base—Fair demand from makers who quote 
prices firm and unchanged. 





GERMAN VIEW OF DYE CARTEL 


“So far as its monetary backing is concerned, the 
Dye Cartel might well rank among the richest and most 
independent body of industrialists throughout the 
world,” says the Boersencourier, a financial paper, of 
Berlin. “For years to come the dye works will not 
require credits or loans; they have built new and modern 
plants which enable them to produce their merchandise 
at a rate unknown in the history of the world; they are 
establishing research laboratories such as cannot be 
excelled; and, if the business situation generally should 
not be to their liking for some time to come, they can 
well afford to sit tight and watch developments, mean- 
while preparing for the rush that everybody is sure will 
come very soon. Their workers are grossly underpaid, 
and the showing of the police and military forces in these 
districts reminds one of the return of the mailed fist, 
although these forces are an open hint to the workers 
not to get funny ideas in regard to possible strikes.” 





Exports of dyes and dyestuffs from the United 
Kingdom during 1924 totalled 11,811,072 pounds, valued 
at £940.759, a decline of about 15 per cent'from 1923, 
when 14,136,192 pounds, valued at £1,032,043, were 
exported. Imports of Finnish dyestuffs increased by 
about 25 per cent, from 6,289,696 pounds, valued at 
£1,004,482, in 1923, to 7,966,784 Ibs., valued at £1,339,729, 
in 1924, says Consul Frank C. Lee, of Bradford. The 
deliveries of reparations dyestuffs from Germany ceased 
Jan. 1, and it only remains for the Government to dis- 
pose of reparations stocks on hand. In 1924 the Brit- 
ish Dyestuffs Corp., is said to have brought out four- 
new colors, and other large British producers report ten 
more. 


Imperial Dyewood Corp. has issued an annual financial 
report for the year ended March 2, 1925, as follows: 
Assets: Real estate, $7,255; furniture, fixtures and tools,

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ITALY TO MAKE INDIGO; DUTY ON IMPORTS 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MarKETS) 
Milan, Italy, March 14.—The commercial agreement 
between Italy and ‘Switzerland for the importation of 
vat colors and gallocyanines free of duty has been sus- 
pended. Indigo 20% paste now pays duty of 1.50 gold 
lire per kilo. The change of policy is due to the fact 
that during the next six months a plant for producing 
synthetic indigo will be in operation in Italy. 





“SLIGHT DEMAND FOR DYES IN JAPAN ~— 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL .MARKETS) 


Tokyo, March 7.—The advance of 10 to 20 sen in all 
dye prices made by Nippon Dyestuff Co. does not in- 
fluence the market in a quotable way. Summer business 
should be on a large scale now, but work is curtailed 
or suspended in the weaving mills. Ashikage, where 
the consumption of dyes ranges between 500,000 and 
1,000,000 yen has placed orders not exceeding 100,000 
yen in value. Depression is most pronounced in the 
Kwanto district, and the weavers in the western part 
of Japan are putting off purchases. The little business 
that is actually passing is mainly from Hokkaido. 





CUBA BUYS MORE COAL TAR PKODUCTS 

Cuban imports of coal-tar products from United 
States for the year 1923 increased almost 35 per cent 
over 1922, reaching $140,147. According to Lloyd A. 
Nolan, Chemical Divisign, U. S. Bureau of Commerce, 
crude distillates were by far the most important item of 
this group from a trade point of view, with colors, dyes 
and stains also showing a substantial gain, but not com- 
paring with the distillates. Benzol, aniline oils, car- 
bolic acid and naphthalene also recorded gains. The 
shipments of crude tar nearly doubled while material 
classified as “coal-tar products not otherwise mentioned” 
showed a decline. 





Imports of dyestuffs by Latvia during 1923 totaled 
1,794,006 kilos, valued at $370,000. During the period 
Jan. 1 to Aug. 31, 1924, receipts aggregated 828,857 
kilos, worth $220,000. These statistics include con- 
siderable quantities of package dyes employed in small 
plants and in the home. Dye consuming industries in 
Latvia include cotton and woolen mills and the leather, 
paper, and paint industries. Germany dominates the 
dye market in Latvia, furnishing about 80 per cent, 
followed by England, with 8 per cent, and United States, 
with 2 per cent. 


American Dyewood Co., a subsidiary of United Dye- 
wood Corp., has formed another subsidiary company to 
be known as the Amdyco Corp. to handle the sale of 
Amdyco, a foam stabilizer used in making foam to 
extinguish oil fires. This product was taken up about 
two years ago and the volume of business has increased 
to an extent making a separate organiation necessary. 


Stanley M. Reinhardt, 2537 Virginia Road, Los An- 
geles, Cal., and associates are planning a plant in the 
vicinity of San Jacinto, Cal., for the manufacture of coal 
by-products, and chemical specialties. The plant will 
cost in excess of $85,000, with equipment. 


Gross proceeds from German reparation dyes sold in 
England up to March 31, 1924 amounted to £1,383,569, 
according to a statement made in the House of Commons 
by Sir B. Chadwick, secretary of the Board of Trade.

Quietness continued in the fixed oil market during the 
week end trading was routine. Buyers are still taking on 
supplies as they need them without any disposition to 
purchase ahead.

LINSEED OIL DECISION PENDING 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MarKETS) 

Washington, D. C., March 25.—The question of the 
proper duty chargeable on oil imported into the United 
States which is 95 per cent linseed oil, is now up to 
the Customs Officials for final decision. The Customs 
Service headquarters in Washington is in receipt of a 
report from the investigators in New York in which 
it is stated that the oil should be dutiable as linseed oil 
and not as a mixture with a cheaper rate of duty. 

George C. Davis, representing linseed oil importers, 
conferred with Director Camp of the Customs Service 
and produced letters from consumers of linseed oil in 
which it was stated that a mixture containing five per 
cent of other than linseed oil could not be used by 
them as pure linseed oil. 


Baltimore Paint & Color Works has answered a 
complaint of the Federal Trade Commission by requesting 
its dismissal on the grounds that no unfair business 
practice is imvolved in using trade names other than 
its own on its cheaper grades of paint. They deny that 
they give short measure or that they give the impres- 
sion that their goods are surplus Government stores, 
contending that they have a right to use words such 
as “Army” and “Cantonment” as trade brands. 


The Federal Trade Commission has dismissed its 
complaint against Mack, Miller Candle Co., Syracuse, 
N. Y., stating that the company has ceased the practice 
complained of. A minority opinion was filed objecting 
to the action of the Commission on the ground that 
since no “cease and desist order’ had been issued, 
there was nothing to prevent the resumption of the 
unfair practices. 


George Kellogg, joint owner with his brother, Lauren, 
of the Kellogg & Miller Linseed Oil Mills at Amster- 
dam, N. Y., died on March 19, at the age of 74. Mr. 
Kellogg’s collection of old blue Staffordshire china is 
said to be the most extensive in existence.

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CHINAWOOD OIL FROM FLORIDA SOON 
(Special to Druc & CHemMiIcaAL Markets) 

Washington, D. C. March 25. — C. C. Concannon, 
Chief of the Chemical Division of the Department of 
Commerce, who returned recently from a visit to Gaines- 
ville, Florida, where extensive experiments in tung tree 
culture are now being carried on by the American Tung 
Oil Corp., has made a report to Secretary Hoover in 
which the says: “Although the groves were only laid 
out in November, 1923, more than 25,000 trees are now 
under cultivation and it is expected that the plantations 
will be on a self-sustaining basis in two years. All 
that is needed for the success of the venture according 
to directors of the project is to awaken Florida land 
owners to what they can accomplish in this industry 
and to show them that a profitable branch of agriculture 
is waiting development. A great deal of missionary 
work has already been done in this direction and thou- 
sands of tung oil seedlings have been distributed to 
farmers.” 

Political disturbances in China which is the dominant 
source of tung oil supply, have given rise to violent 
prices fluctuations which have seriously affected Amer- 
ican consumers. This experimental project in Florida 
was launched for a secondary source of tung oil that 
would make the paint and varnish industry at least in- 
dependent in part of the vexations and uncertainties 
brought about by the one source of supply being con- 
fined to China. With imports of tung oil now running 
well over a million dollars a month and with the var- 
nish industry annually enlarging its productive capacity, 
it is pointed out that some alternative source of supply 
is necessary. 





OUTPUT OF COTTONSEED OIL LARGER 

Cottonseed crushed in the seven month period Aug. 
1 to Feb. 28, totaled 3,751,098 tons, compared with 
2,743,305 tons in the same period a year ago, and cot- 
tonseed on hand at mills at the close of February 
totaled 599,626 tons, compared with 386,018 tons a year 
ago, the Census Bureau announces. 

Cottonseed products manufactured in the seven month 
period and on hand at the close of February included: 
Crude oil produced 1,129,162,513 pounds, compared with 
808,500,654 and on hand 126,744,807 pounds, compared 
with 123,419,235. Refined oil produced 902,605,099 
pounds, compared with 808,500,654, and on hand 348,- 
765,673 pounds, compared with 204,983,476. 

Exports for the seven months included: Crude oil 
16,398,795 pounds, compared with 17,938,526 for the 
same period a year ago; refined oil 20,035,745 pounds, 
compared with 8,988,442; cake and meal 358,718 tons, 
compared with 84,518, and linters 97,742 bales, com- 
pared with 47,950. 





VEGETABLE OILS FIRM IN JAPAN 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEmiIcAL MarkKETS) 
Tokyo, March 7. — The market for vegetable oils 
shows firmness. An advance of 4 yen in aromatic 
oils is announced, now that the stocks: laid in before 
the 100 per cent tariff was operative have been ex- 
hhausted. Linseed oil has advanced 50 sen, with a 
strong likehood of a further advance. The poor crop 
of last year made it difficult for the mills to obtain raw 
material. 
Soya bean and cottonseed oils have eased off 50 sen 
owing to excessive offers.

THREATEN TEXAS CARBON BLACK OUTPUT 


New Bill Proposed in Legislature May Cut Off Pro- 
duction from Natural Gas — Would Mean Higher 
Prices—Antimony Sulfurette Withstands Weakness 
of Metal—Vermilion Higher on Quicksilver Rise. 
The carbon black output of Texas is threatened by 

a bill which is pending in the legislature of that state 

which would stop all production of carbon black from 

natural gas. With the Texas field out, and Louisiana 
sharply curtailed, higher prices all around would be 
inevitable. It is unlikely that the Texas bill will pass 
in this form, however. In spite of the weakness of 
metallic antimony, the sulfurette holds quite firmly in 
price on a good demand. Makers of English vermilion 
have advanced prices again owing to the higher prices 
for quicksilver. A large movement of lithopone stocks 
into consuming hands is reported. Zinc oxide is steady 
although the metal continues to display weakness with 
the rest of this group.

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CASES OF LEAD POISONING DISCUSSED 


Lead ‘poisoning in the pottery industry was discussed 
at the annual meeting of the National Council of the 
Pottery Industry held at Stoke-on-Trent, England. It 
was stated by one manufacturer that the percentage 
of lead in glazes should be further reduced owing to the 
relaxation of regulations in factories. Another manu- 
facturer declared that at his plant low solubility glazes 
had been in use for twenty years without a single case 
of illness occurring. A total of 95 cases were reported 
from Jan. 1, 1923, to Nov. 30, 1924, of which 26 were 
fatal. Of these cases, 19, of which 7 were fatal, occurred 
in low solubility or leadless factories, and 17 of the 
19 cases could be traced to previous work with unre- 
stricted lead glazes, while in the other two cases the 
evidence was not conclusive that low solubility exposure 
wag responsible for the illness. 





Du Pont Fibersilk Co. with plants at Buffalo, 
New York, and Old Hickory, Tennessee, has changed 
its name to du Pont Rayon Co., to conform with the 
name “Rayon” for its product, which has been adopted 
generally for products which heretofore have been known 
as artificial silks.

The complex- 
ities of modern business call for 
innumerable classes of insurance, 
all of which are protection against 
some damage which may occur, but 
in actual practice, occurs in a 
small minority of cases. The whole 
scheme of things is merely to dis- 
tribute the cost of the relatively 
small amount of damage of any 
single calamity among a large num- 
ber of people. For example, an 
insurance organization carries pro- 
tection for a million people against 
fire. Out of the million protected, 
perhaps a thousand may have fires 
in the course of a year, and collect 
insurance to cover their damage. 
This means that damages suffered

In the old days, fire, life and 
marine insurance came quite close 
te exhausting the category of the 
everyday forms of protection. To- 
day, almost any risk under the sun 
can be covered. There are rain, bad 
debt, profit, tornado, compensation 
insurance, and protection against 
loss from strikes, failure of contract 
delivery, defects in material and 
workmanship of products, and doz- 
ens of others. North Pole explorers 
can protect themselves against 
damage from sunstroke, and any- 
thing else just as remote, if they

Risks Too Numerous To Count 

When the various types of in- 
surance which are. of interest to 
the average business man, partic- 
ularly a busiriess man in the chem- 
ical, manufacturing drug, flavoring 
extract, rubber goods, textile, glass, 
leather, paper, or allied industries, 
are considered, they are not so 
numerous. Fire, employee’s lia- 
bility, automobile truck, sometimes 
group life insurance, marine, storm, 
and one or two others, make up 
the better known types. On the 
other hand, the risks of any busi- 
ness, particularly a manufacturing 
business which is selling products 
to the consumer, are almost too 
numerous to count. To cover 
every single risk of a manufacturer 
with insurance sufficient to cover 








by one-tenth of one per cent of the 
group in question, are paid for by the entire hundred 
per cent. In this way, complete ruin for the thousand 
is avoided by a broad distribution of the money damage. 

According to the degree of probability of anything 
happening, against which an individual or firm is pro- 
tected by insurance, the rate or premium which must 
be paid for such insurance is based. For this reason, 
the statistical divisions of modern insurance companies 
are the most complete of any industry in the world. 
They have to be. On the chances of this or that 
happening are based the losses or gains of the companies. 
If the president of the Costa Rican Republic applies 
for a million dollars life insurance and the statistics 
showed that the last five presidents of this country 
had all been assassinated within a year after taking 
office, the premium on such a policy would probably 
be extremely high. The chances are that no company 
would even want to handle the business at all owing 
to the excessively high risk. Common sense tells us 
that the fire risk in a chemical plant where volatile 
and inflammable liquids at high temperatures are in 
constant use every day, is large. On the other hand, 
a stone mill, built of brick and steel construction, using 
nothing which will burn, might be the other extreme. 
If the chemical plant wants fire protection along with 
the mill, and low risk enterprises, it must of necessity 
Pay more into the general fund as represented by an 


every possible dollar’s worth of 
damage, would come pretty close to depleting the funds 
of the company without consideration of anything else. 

No business house insures against every risk. Some 
insure to a greater degree than others, or in other words, 
the uninsured gamble to a greater degree through 
necessity or choice. . Many big houses insure against 
risks which others consider an unnecessary expense or 
in the class of a frill. Product insurance, that is, pro- 
tection against the numerous things which may result 
from the use of a product of a manufacturer: due to 
some defect or shortcoming of that product, is in itself 
a tremendously wide field. A few others include insur- 
ance against strikes, against failure to deliver on con- 
tracts as a result of a break-down, or other delay, 
profit insurance in conjunction with general insurance 
covering loss by fire, storm, etc., bad debt protection, 
compensation, theft, property damage, tornado, rain, 
and protection against any single unusual risk. 

A few of the larger drug manufacturers carry so- 
called product insurance. If, for any reason whatever, 
the large number of poisonous and dangerous drugs 
which they sell in tablets and solutions, cause injury 
or death, they are protected against damages by the 
insurance. Suppose too much strychnine gets into the 
pills which are supposed to carry only a minute quan- 
tity, owing to a miscalculation or as the result of the 
ever present human equation in these factories, serious 
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casualties may result. The death of five or six people 
as the result of an accident of this type, which is strictly 
within the realm of possibility, might mean a damage 
suit of a half-million dollars or more. If the lives lost 
were high-priced as judged from the legal aspect, that is, 
men in the prime of life earning high salaries, the 
damages might run into big figures. No matter how 
large the company, big damage suits are dangerous, 
and it is far better to pay premiums for protection over 
a long period of years than to suffer one heavy loss 
through an accident. 

The attitude of disgruntled employees in relation to 
purposeful malicious damage, is always a risk to any 
manufacturer. Suppose a bottle of acid were dumped 
into a tank of a shaving-lotion or hair tonic. Carry this 
same kind of malice into a textile mill, a rubber goods 
factory, patent medicine or flavoring extract plant,— 
in fact, into any plant, and the same applies. The in- 
dividual who first coined the expression “throwing a 
monkey-wrench into the gears” knew what he was talk- 
ing about. 

Failure to Fulfill a Contract 

Failure to fulfill a contract owing to lack of supply 
of raw material or as the result of a break-down in the 
plant, is another type of protection frequently found 
necessary. In this case, insurance against insufficient raw 
material deliveries on contract can be purchased during 
periods of shortage, for example, which is failure of the 
other fellow to deliver. Your failure to deliver the 
finished goods as per contract as a result of this short- 
age, can be covered separately by insurance. Damage 
suits or penalties as a result of late or non-delivery 
due to break-downs or strikes can be guarded against. 
In fact, looking at this from the other side, any and 
all damages incurred as a result of a strike or break- 
down can be covered by a blanket policy as such. In 
addition to the actual damage, the failure of the contract 
to go through to completion means that any profit which 
might have been made on the deal, is lost. Some houses 
carry insurance to protect profits in cases of this char- 
acter, or where goods are lost in transit or by fire. 

To go back to the broad risk of a manufacturer 
selling a finished product to the consumer, the case of 
an automobile firm several years ago is interesting. The 
buyer of a well-known make of car, while driving along 
a state road at a moderate speed, was killed when the 
car plunged from the road due to an unknown cause. 
Later examination of the wreck showned a_ broken 
steering knuckle, the result of defective material or 
workmanship. The wife of the car owner sued the 
automobile company and, after the case had been ap- 
pealed several times, won the verdict for a considerable 
sum. Whether this is common in the automobile field 
is hard to say, but very probably all the companies carry 
heavy protection against this very thing. 

Industrial Rain Insurance 

Everybody knows that the big league ball clubs 
buy protection against rain on a wide scale. Every 
world series game is heavily insured against rain. In- 
dustrial establishments can also secure the same kind 
of protection if a rain storm would be liable to sub- 
ject them to severe money damage. Thirty or forty 
painters at work on a big plant with air-brush appa- 
ratus, a great many hundred square feet of space have 
been covered and a heavy rain storm washes off much 
of the wet paint,—the cost of doing the job over can 
be covered by insurance. Moving delicate apparatus, 
machinery, any product, from one place to another, 
may “entail damage by rain, accident, or other cause. 
The object or shipment in question can be insured for 
the period of the journey until safe delivery is assured. 
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Bad debts can be protected against by insurance. 
This, of course, is a variable type of insurance and its 
procurement is subject to a wide range of rates and 
investigation. Other types of protection are innumer- 
able and can cover almost any risk imaginable. When 
it comes to making rates, however, the statistics of the 
insurance companies determine this to a great extent, 
and where no statistics exist on any type of risk, the 
companies generally are not overanxious to write the 
business. All in all, business is gradually insuring it- 
self more and more as time goes on. When times 
are good, insurance carried is naturally heavier and 
more diversified. In times of poor business, however, 
a larger proportion of houses are willing to take chances 
in order to cut down expense. This, however, is an 
obvious fallacy which has frequently proven fatal, for 
in times of weakness, the greater the protection needed. 
Business men realize the extent of their risks, and the 
general tendency is to expand, not the amounts of 
protection, but the kinds of insurance more and more 
into those uncommon fields where unrealized risks have 
existed for years and where damage is comparatively 
rare. 





JAPANESE IGNORE SYNTHETIC CAMPHOR 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Tokyo, Japan, Mar. 7—Reports from Tokyo and Kobe 
districts indicate that the drug and chemical trade is 
dull. White arsenic is quoted at 11% Yen per case; 
wax is steady at 46 Yen per 100 kin (a kin is 1 1/3 
pounds); insect flowers is 65 Yen per kin, a slight rise 
from the low point of 58 yen last September, but still 
far below the 105 yen mark reached in June last year. 

Camphor remains quiet and the dealers continue to 
ignore the competition of synthetic camphor from Ger- 
many in spite of the reports that many celluloid man- 
ufacturers are using the foreign product rather than 
pay the price fixed by the Monopoly Bureau. 

Menthol continues to fluctuate rapidly. The Kobe 
market closed at 34.50 Yen per kin before the Christmas 
holidays and opened at 32 Yen, Jan. 6. The price was 
33.50 Yen on Jan. 15, but dropped to 31 Yen by Feb. 1. 
It is now quoted at 32 Yen in Kobe and slightly higher 
in Tokyo with a sagging tendency in both places. This 
is attributed to over production at home and the lack 
of demand from England and America. Some dealers 
see hopes in an alleged short interest of speculators 
who must cover before the end of March, but few be- 
lieve that menthol prices will show strength for some 
time. 


QUININE SULFATE OUTPUT LARGER 

Quinine sulfate produced during 1924 from cinchona 
raised on the 110 Dutch East Indian cinchona planta- 
tions, which supply about 90 per cent of the total pro- 
duction, is estimated at 621,800 kilos, compared with 
534,624 kilos in 1923 and 534,545 kilos in 1922, accord- 
ing to a report in “Chininum,” prepared by the Bureau 
for Increasing the Use of Quinine. The report says: 
“During 1923 over 470,000 kilos of quinine sulfate 
passed into consumption, compared with 394,949 kilos 
in 1922. Considering this data, growers have thought 
of resorting to restricting the crops, to economize on 
salaries and storage. On the one hand, many coun- 
tries are not equipped with an efficient anti-malaria 
“rganization, owing to lack of quinine; and on the other 
hand, we have a quinine production which is larger 
than the world’s consumption.” The book contains 24 
heliotypes, which illustrate the separate steps in the 
manufacture of quinine sulfate, from the planting of 
the seed to the packing of the tablets.

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PENNSYLVANIA ALCOHOL BILL KILLED 


The bill in the Pennsylvania legislature providing for 
the regulation of liquors which contain or develop al- 
cohol was killed in the House on Wed., March 18, 
It passed the Senate on Feb. 28. The bill was so 
worded as to include every possible product from per- 
fumes to shellac. It provided for a daily inventory of 
all stocks, not only of alcohol but of all goods used 
in connection with alcohol. An elaborate system of, 
state licenses and for inspection any hour of the day 
or night of any plant using alcohol were also included. 

The bill was originally introduced by Representative

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PYRETHRUM PRICE WAR STARTS IN JAPAN 


Suzuki & Co. Differ With Pyrethrum Company Over 
Question of Available Supplies 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MarkKETsS) 

Tokyo, March 7.—After showing weakness, the Koby 
market for pyrethrum flowers began to develop firm- 
ness early in March till 75 yen was demanded against 
60 yen, at which price the market had been maintained 
with difficulty. The opinion seems to be growing that 
it is quite within the range of possibility that 80 yen 
will be touched eventually. The market improvement 
is attributed to Suzuki & Co., who have extended their 
operations from the cities to the farms. 

It is reported that Dai Nippon Pyrethrum Co. started 
selling ahead on a large scale on the estimate of last 
year’s crop at 1,200,000 and 1,300,000 kwan, until the 
price fell from 106 to 63 yen. This nettled Suzuki, 
it is reported, who took strong exception to the policy 
of the Pyrethrum Co., on the ground that a firm ought 
not to disturb the market at home and abroad for a 
staple product of the country. Patriotism has driven 
Suzuki & Co. to buy in order to forestall their rival’s 
operations. 

The “Osaka Jiji” mentions another influence that has 
induced Suzuki to enter the market. The firm offered 
pyrethrum on the New York market at 22 cents, and 
found themselves undersold by their rival at 19 cents, 
The Pyrethrum Company declared there was a large 
stock available. Suzuki & Co. were under a strong 
impression that the reverse was the case. In Kobe 
only 4 or 5 tons were left over, and difficulties were 
experienced in obtaining supplies. Under these cir- 
cumstances Suzuki & Co. believe the sellers will have 
to come to them for stock. 





Colgate No. 1 and Colgate No. 2 teams are tied for 
first place in the Wholesale Drug Trade Bowling As- 
sociation Tournament, which is being held at Colgate’s 
Alleys, Jersey City.

The United States Supreme Court has thrown out, 
because of lack of jurisdiction, the case of Brambini 
against the Suprerhe Court of California which had 
issued an injunction against him under the national 
prohibition law when California had no state prohibi- 
tion law. This is taken to mean that offenses against 
federal law may be prosecuted by federal agents in 
state courts when no state law exists covering the 
offense. 


A recent treasury ruling states that there is not suf- 
ficient depletion of stocks of ethyl alcohol on hand or 
being produced in this country to warant the issuance 
of permits for the importation of foreign alcohol. Such 
alcohol as is being imported under existing permits is 


dutiable at $2.20 per proof gallon under the revenue 
act of 1918.

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Decline in spot prices of oil lemon has been offset partly 
by the sharp advance, from $1.00 per pound the middle 
of last week to $1.15 per pound. Sales have been made 
in a large way at $1.10 per pound. When one importer 
paid $1.10, the market became firmly established at this 
figure with the possibility that other advances will fol- 
low due to the smallness of spot stocks. During the past 
month, however, about 2,500 cases of lemon were im- 
ported at New York, but these arrivals are from three 
weeks to a month late, and have already been sold.
